. f This year a. major event is 
expected to take place .which 
will go largely unnoticed ex- 
cept in economic, circles: 
Poland wili become the 20th 
nation! in the .world. to be 
more . economically depend- 
ent on its industrial rather 
tjian its agricultural export.; 
In 1066 Poland's export of 
non-agricultural goods reach- 
ed-49-per— cent,_and_every. 
economic indicator so far in 
1067 points to an industrial 
export over 50 per cent. 

It is but one of. a host of 
indications of major shifts in 
the Polish scene — shifts in 
everything but politics, and 
even there the economic 
changes probably will result 
in some- political modifica- 
tions. . « 

My last visit to the coun- 
try was in 1957, and in 10 
years the economicc improve- 
ments-on:the~Polish domestic 
scene are dramatic. They 
are visible in the number of 
new buildings and in their 
improved- quality, in the 
dress of the Polish people, in 
the streetcars and buses,-ahd 
in the numbers of privately 
owned cars on the streets. 

Politically there has been 
little obvious change. There 
is probably more freedom 
for the individual citizen 
herethan in any Communist 
country outside of Yugoslavia 
Poles are permitted to voice 
criticism' of Communism 
without being tossed into 
prison, but they have learned 
t hat it is prudent to be cau- 
tious in that criicism "unless 
they trust the person to 
whom, they are talking. 

Cardinal Stefan Syszynski, 
^strong defender of religious 
freedom in the face of a hos- 
tile government, was out of 
Warsaw on vacation, but I 
met in his residence with 
spokesmen from the Roman 
Catholic Church in Poland. 
In essence, they said that 
things are about the same as 
they have been for the last 
10 years. "Not much better 
and not much worse," as one 
stated. . ff -' 

A Polish author- and his- 
torian with whom I met re- 
fused -to : discuss current 
events at all other than to 
state he is not a Communist. 



Poland has reached the point 
of economic matruity that it 
would have been possible on 
his occasion to at least take 
a neutral position. 

"Economic independence 
and political independence 



will both increase," one offi- 
cial told me. 

This docs not - moan an 
overthrow of the Communist 
regime. Though • the. large 
majority of people are anti- 
Communist in theiir attitude, 
inerhal political- changes are 
likely to come slowly. But 
as Poland gears its economy 
for the Western market, so.it 
can - be - expected - to~ slowly- 
modify its foreign policy, re- 
acting more and more to 
Western thinking, with which 
its leaders are now dealing. 
Leading in economic plan- 
ning are talking/of mor.e' de- 
centralization' of authority in 
order id cure some of the 
obvious economic ills which 
still plague Poland. They are 
taking some of their lessons 
Jrom the West. ■
